REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 


P_R_E_F_A_C_E 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  & G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
your  district  for  1964* 

It  has  again  been  a most  satisfactory  year  during  which  the  Live 
Birth  Rate  has  increased  by  2 per  1,000,  whilst  the  death  rate  has 
fallen  by  1.2  per  1,000  population.  Despite  this  increase  in  popu- 
lation the  number  of  persons  per  house  has  fallen  slightly. 

The  Infant  Mortality  shows  a steady  fall  and  is  now  below  the 
National  Average  at  14»77  per  1,000  live  births.  Examination  of  the 
causes  of  death  show  that  one  was  due  to  a severe  maternal  complication 
of  pregnancy,  one  to  a congenital  heart  disease  and  the  other  to  acute 
obstruction  in  a child  with  malposition  of  its  intestine.  None  of  the 
deaths  were  in  babies  born  at  home.  The  stillbirth  was  a very  premature 
delivery  of  a barely  viable  baby  also  bom  in  hospital. 

There  was  very  little  in  the  way  of  notifiable  infectious  disease; 
nearly  half  the  cases  of  measles  occurring  in  one  village.  This  is 
commonly  found  because  of  the  highly  infectious  nature  of  the  disease. 
Five  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
in  one  area.  Although  intestinal  symptoms  were  common  in  that  district 
at  the  time,  investigation  brought  it  down  to  two  families  and  the 
disease  was  quickly  brought  under  control. 

May  saw  the  beginning  of  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak.  The  most 
probable  cause  was  a can  of  corned  beef  containing  the  typhoid  bacillus 
which  gained  entry  to  the  tin  after  sterilization,  probably  through  the 
use  of  unchlorinated  river  water  for  cooling  purposes.  After  opening 
the  infected  can  in  a Supermarket  in  Aberdeen,  the  salmonella  typhi 
multiplied  and  other  cold  cooked  meats  displayed  in  unrefrigerated 
conditions  became  infected.  Nearly  all  the  victims  of  the  disease 
acquired  their  infection  directly  from  tbissource. 

As  a precaution,  and  on  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
all  premises  where  corned  beef  was  sold  were  visited  and  any  tins  bear- 
ing markings  similar  to  the  suspect  tin  were  withdrawn.  One  opened 
tin  whose  contents  had  been  partly  sold  was  found  and  withdrawn  and  the 
purchasers  watched  for  infection.  One  unopened  tin  was  returned. 

No  cases  arose  in  this  area  but  it  is  important  to  learn  from  this  out- 
break that  where  cold  cooked  meat  is  displayed  for  sale  the  temperature 
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in  such  a display  should  not  exceed  LO °F,  and  that  food  should  be 
covered;  all  food  handlers  should  be  educated  in  matters  related  to 
food  hygiene.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  ensure  a high  standard  in 
your  district. 

Coronary  disease  again  heads  the  list  of  killing  diseases  in 
Hertford  Rural  but  it  is  also  distressing  to  note  that  cancer  of  the 
lung  has  increased  in  both  males  and  females.  This  should  act  as  a 
reminder  to  us  all  of  the  importance  of  reducing  cigarette  smoking, 
especially  amongst  the  young. 

In  September  one  family  became  infected  by  Paratyphoid  fever 
contracted  in  another  district.  This  led  to  a fairly  extensive 
investigation  both  here  and  at  Peterborough  but  the  source  of  the 
infection  was  never  traced.  The  disease  was  confined  to  one  family 
in  this  area  although  it  was  many  weeks  before  the  infection  was  # 
eradicated. 

I should  again  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of 
the  Council  and  especially  the  Health  Inspectors  for  their  valuable 
co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CL.AJMSTx.NCES  OF  THE  AREA  - 
REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 


Introduction 

Since  the  :.3  3ue  of  the  19&3  Annual  Report,  steady  progress 
has  been  made  :'n  the  improvement  of  the  environmental  health 
conditions  of  'he  district. 

The  most  noticeable  progress  was  in  the  field  of  sewerage; 
during  the  year  the  extension  of  the  main  sewer  in  the  Parish  of 
Benington  was  completed  and  that  for  the  Parish  of  Hertingf ordbury 
commenced,  whilst  main  drainage  schemes  for  a further  two  parishes 
are  well  advanced* 

Progress  has  been  made  in  reducing  the  number  of  pail  closets 
and  other  primitive  means  of  sanitation  and  the  drive  for  improving 
existing  living  accommodation  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  G- rants 
continues  at  a steady  pace.  Detail  of  this  work  will  be  found  under 
their  respective  headings. 

Water  Supplies 

Except  for  a few  private  wells,  main  water  is  supplied  to  the 
whole  of  the  district  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company,  and  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board.  The  Board  supplying  the  Parish  of  Little 
Amwell  only. 

From  information  received  from  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  a 
total  of  231  bacteriological  and  18  chemical  samples  were  examined 
by  them  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A further  16  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  was  obtained 
by  your  own  Health  Department  and  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  - these  were  also  satisfactory. 

The  water  from  a private  well  was  thought  to  be  the  cause  of  some 
stomache  upset  to  the  occupant  of  a farm  house  in  the  area,  but  on 
examination  the  quality  was  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council's  policy  of  providing  main  drainage  for  each  parish 
wherever  practicable  continues  to  show  dividends. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Cont) 

The  contract  for  extei  .ling  the  main  sewer  in  the  Parish  of 
Benington  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  of  the  80  additional 
properties  which  the  system  will  serve,  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

41  properties  had  been  connected.  The  Outfall  Works  have  now  been 
abandoned  and  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  the  Stevenage  Trunk  Sewer  for 
eventual  treatment  at  the  Rye  Meads  Purification  Works. 

The  schen  , cor  the  Parish  of  Hertingf ordbury  wras  commenced  and 
as  such  good  pi  'gress  has  been  made  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will 
become  operati  \al  before  the  end  of  1965*  On  its  completion  the 
old  Birch  G-reeu  Disposal  Works  will  be  demolished  and  the  land  returned 
to  its  former  agricultural  use. 

The  Parish  of  Walkern  is  to  be  re-sewered  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  work  will  commence  in  the  current  year.  A further  reduction  in 
the  cesspool  emptying  figures  should  be  noticeable  in  the  near  future. 

The  small  disposal  works  serving  those  parishes  vm.thout  main 
drainage  received  their  usual  routine  and  regular  attention  and  a total 
of  20  samples  of  -me  final  effluent  wrere  tested  with  a field  testing 
outfit;  all  came  up  to  the  prescribed  standard. 

Refuse  Collection 

This  service  continues  to  function  satisfactorily  and  the  collection 
of  household  refuse  is  still  being  made  twice  in  three  weeks.  Though 
a few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  these  were  found  to  be 
due  to  a delay  in  the  service  caused  by  a breakdown  in  one  of  the 
vehicles. 

The  service  instituted  by  the  Council  for  the  collection  of  bulky 
household  refuse  as  a rate  provided  service  continues  to  work  well. 

There  were  113  applications  for  this  service.  One  of  the  objects  of 
providing  this  facility  was  to  dissuade  persons  from  depositing  unwanted 
refuse  in  the  hedgerows.  However,  complaints  are  still  being  received 
about  such  indiscriminate  dumping  and  wherever  possible,  if  the  person 
responsible  can  be  traced,  action  is  taken  under  the  Litter  Act. 
Proceedings  in  The  Magistrates  Court  we re  taken  in  7 instances  during 
1964,  4 cases  were  proved  and  the  total  fines  amounted  to  £28  and 
costs  of  £17*  2.  0.  were  awarded. 
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Development  of  Undertaking  and  Services

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HOUSING  ACTS 


The  improvement  of  housing  accommodation  is  still  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

During  the  year,  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  became  operative  and 
though  this  Act,  amongst  other  requirements,  permits  Local  Authorities 
to  compulsorily  require^  owners  to  modernise  their  property,  by 
declaring  certain  defined  areas  to  "Improvement  Areas" , the  Council 
decided,  that  as  there  may  be  some  difficulty  in  defining  such  an 
area  which  would  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  they  would 
for  the  time  being  continue  with  their  policy  of  encouraging  owners 
to  improve  their  property  voluntarily  and  with  the  aid  of  grants 
available  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

There  were  5 Discretionary  Grants  made  during  the  year,  the 
maximum  grant  of  £400  being  made  in  each  case  and  14  Standard  Grants 
totalling  £1 ,769  were  agreed  to.  A total  of  21  Improvement  Grants 
of  both  types  were  completed  during  the  year  and  certificates  issued 
for  the  payment  of  £4,509* 

Substandard  Properties

Public  Health  Acts 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  64, 
some  of  which  were  public  health  nuisances  and  appropriate  action  was 
taken  to  secure  their  abatement  without  having  recourse  to  Statutory. 
Action.  During  the  year  10  pail  closets  were  abolished  and  alternative 
sanitary  accommodation  provided  with  either  connections  to  the  main 
drainage  or  the  installation  of  a septic  tank  in  appropriate  cases. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  net,  1949 

vTork  under  this  Act  which  deals  with  Rodent  Control,  is  carried 
out  by  the  foreman  as  part  of  his  duties. 

There  were  44  complaints  of  rat  infestation  during  the  year  and 
all  were  dealt  with  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Periodical  inspections  for  rat  infestation  were  carried  out  at 
all  sewage  disposal  works  and  treatment  given  as  and  when  necessary. 
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
